IT SEEMS to me that the spot where a great man or woman was bora 
* 
should forever remain as a shrine. I have always been thrilled with 
such scenes. The tiny Pot' cottage in New York city has inspired untold 
numbers. The Lincoln log cabin, the home of Washington a t Mount Ver­ 
non—and others that have been made permanent shrines, arc great les­ 
sons to the youth of any land. 
I 
Walt Whitman was born in a small house on Long Island. New York. 
Later he moved to Camden, New Jersey, where he died. The latter home 
has been made a Whitman shrine and is open to all. 
W alt Whitman was born on May 31st, 1819. His own father built the 
house in 1810. Tile old well and drooping lilac bushes that “The Good 
Gray Poet" wrote about are still there. But now the house is for sale! 
Who will buy it? Who will see that it shall forever remain as a shrine 
to America’s truest native poet? 
Whitman became a nurse in a government hospital during the Civil 
War and there contracted a malady from which he never recovered, 
Later he became paralyzed and died in the Camden home. 
In his Long Island home was written “Leaves of Grass” which has 
become one of the most famous and living poems in the English language. 
Unlike any other book ever written, it became a life development, grow­ 
ing up as did the poet—in stature and greatness. 
George Bernard Shaw once stated th at England did not deserve great 
men, referring to the neglect of such a man as Samuel Butler. I wonder 
if America deserves its great men when a few' thousand dollars could pur­ 
chase the Walt W hitman birthplace and make it into a shrine th at w’ould 
be an inspiration to thousands upon thousands as the yeais conn* and go.

Huge Glass “Eye” 
Starts for West 
Corning, N. Y., March 27—The 
world's largest “eye”—the 200-inch 
telescope disc which has been two 
years in the making here—moved 
on its giant steel car out of Corn­ 
ing, bound for California Thursday. 
There was no ceremony attending 
its departure. 
Weighing twenty tons, the disc is 
being shipped to (he California In ­ 
stitute of Technology where it will 
remain three years while its top is 
ground into the shape of a shallow 
highly polished saucer. 
After completion of the grinding, 
the “eye” will be sent to a new ob­ 
servatory to be built on Mt. Palo­ 
mar, an isolated mountain in South­ 
ern California. With the new disc 
scientists expect to make many dis­ 
coveries in parts of the universe as

telescopes. 
The words “200-inch disc” are 
painted in black on each side of 


the heavily loaded specially con­ 
structed steel railroad ear.

Binghamton is served 
by the New York State Electric & Gas Corporation 
of the Associated System. 
Alexandria, Va. Flood waters poured into 
the power plant of the Virginia Public Service 
Company, threatening the light aud [lower of Alex­ 
andria. Here again interconnection saved the elec­ 
tric service w hen the company tied in with its plant 
150 miles away at Bremo Bluff. 
These stories w’ere repeated in other communities 


in New York, Pennsylvania, New England, the 
South, and wherever the service of the Associated 
System ’s 1,700,000 customers was threatened.

The heroism of employees is still another story— 
employees to whom extraordinary public service is 
all in the day’s work.
